The information on which Judge Brentano 
yesterday ordered processes to issue is an ex- 
tremely bulky document. In it is recited at 
length the stormy -history of the Lake Street 
L from the time of thé passage of the original 
ordinance down to the present time. Begin- 
ning with that ordinance and going on step 
by step the information charges illegality and 
tpvalidity against almost every action of the 
company. Mile by mile the petitions of prop- 
erty-owners on which the ordinances were 
granted are taken up, and it is charged that 
notin any single mile were the signatures of 
a legal majority of the property-owners ob- 
tained. To back these charges are the affi- 
davits and plats of surveyors.

Alleged Shortages, 

In summing up his researches Carlson says 
that lawful signatures upon the petitions on 
the first mile from Canal street represent 
2,473.40 feet frontage, while 4.235 feet are 


required, Im the second mile he alleges that ‘ 


1,399.63 feet purporting to have been signed 
for were represented by persons not at the 
time of the passage of the ordinances owners 
of the particular frontage. According to this 
calculation the affidavit declares that in the 
second mile from Canal street 2,622.07 feet 
have been signed for legally, which is 
1,049.83 feet less than the required one-half. 
The shortage alleged in the third section is 
said to be 1,379.09 feet. In the fourth mile, 
at 193,057. 
Attorney for Property-Owners. 

Ex-Judge Prendergast, who represents 
nearly 100 property-owners interested in the 
legal proceedings, said yesterday : 

My clients claim that they have been deprived 
of their rights and insist that the “L"’ company 
has no authority to operate its road on Lake 
street. They claim that they have been sub 
jected to a loss in business and a damage to their 
property, and it is purposed to find out if possi- 
ble by what authority the road proposes to go 
ahead. We have no action for damages in which 
we can secure judgment against the company un- 
til the engines and cars are put on and trains are 
regularly running. Then there will be no 
doubt but what the property will be 
further damaged by the falling of soot 
and cinders. We claim that the statutes 
provide that before an ordinance is passed giving 
a franchise and existance to a corporation of this 
nature the consent of the property-owners own- 
ing a majority of the frontage in each consecu- 
tive mile must be fizst obtained. We assert that 
this was not done and that, therefore, constituted 
one of the legal reasons which we cite in objec- 


tion to the completion and operation of the road. 


Then again, as stated, the two years’ time pre- 
scribed in the ordinance for the completion of the 
road has expired and it is not finished. A blun- 
der was made in incorporating the concern and 
not remedied until a number of months had 
passed. We consider that all these reasons go to 
prove ourclaim and establish the grounds for our 
procedure. 

The Lake Street ‘*L”’ road, which is thus tied 
up at least temporarily extends from Market 
and Madison streets, as its down-town termi- 
nal, to Garfield Park at the west. The over- 
head structure as far as California avenue is 
completed, the rolling stock on hand, and it 
was expected that-regular trains would be 
running within a few weeks. Arrangements 
had been made to send out eight trains every 
ten minutes if the travel warrants, and, as the 
wards traversed by the road and tributary to 
it contain 20 per cent of the total population 
of the city, there is little doubt that the ca- 
pacity of the road will be taxed.

What the State’s-Attorney Says. 

State’s-Attorney Kern was seen last night 
at his residence, No. 100 Johnson street. He 
said, with reference to the Lake Street 
Elevated road case, that he had been con- 
sidering the matter for ten days past and had 
decided that proof had been submitted to 
him that the company was working 
without warranty and in violation 
ofits own charter. When asked whethey 
the Attorney-Genegal was a party to the case 
he said not so far as he knew. “ Either the 
Attorney-General or the State’s-Attorney for 
the proper county can bring quo warranto 
proceedings,’ he said, ‘If I refused or failed 
to act the Attorney-General would; but as a 
matter of fact I had no option when the facts 
were brought to my knowledge.” 

‘‘ Who are the: prime movers in this mat- 
tea?’’ he was asked, 

‘‘Mr. Keep first called my attention to it. 
He was retained by certain owners of land 
fronting on the railway.” 

‘* Will this litigation involve heavy expense 
to the county ?”’ 

‘No, Nothing worth speaking of. The 
owners are chiefly interested and the burden 
of expense will fall on them.” 

‘¢ Does the fact that the company is push- 
ing forward the completion of the railway 
make any difference in the issue raised?” 

‘‘No. That fact gives no security to the 
public that the work they are going on with 
is of public service. The company is work. 
ing without a valid ordinance and in violation 
of the law.”’ 

‘‘ In theeventof a decision that the present 
company have no valid ordinance they could 
act in virtue of an absolutely new ordinance, 
and to get that they would have to comply 
with the statutes by getting the consent of the 
owners of more than half the frontages 
along each mile of the railway. 

‘That would necessarily be a matter of 
bargain with the individuals concerned. The 
company would not lose their interest in any 
of the structure already erected, but they 
might be obliged to tear it down or the city 
might remove it.” 

‘Can you say how many property-owners 


‘are interested in these proceedings?”’ 


‘No. I heard several names mentioned, 
but Ihave no recollection how many there 
were altogether. I had no occasion to note 
them, as 1 was only concerned -with the evi- 
dence subrnitted in support of the charges.”

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IN A DRIFTING MATCH. 


VALKYRIE, BETTER HANDLED, 
OLEARLY OUTSAILS VIGILANT. 


Both Yachts Retire After Four Hours’ 
_ Maneuvering, with No Chance to Finish 
Within the Limit — Skipper Hansen 

Makes Two Costly Blunders=One Cost 
the Vigilant the Lead and Valkyrie 
Shares the Other—Experts Select the 
English Cutter as the Winner. 

New Yorx, Oct.5.—The greatest fleet of 
boats that ever passed through the Narrows 
passed through on its way to the Hook this 
morning to accompany the great racers, Val- 
kyrie and Vigilant, ia their international race 
from the Sandy Hook lightship for the Amer- 
ica’3 cup. Almost gvery place within, 500 
miles of New York represented by one or 
more boats, and every one had aboard all it 
could hold ¢omfortably. Thousands of enthu- 
siastic persons had a delightful day’s outing, 
but the first effort to pull off the inter- 
national race was a failure, This was 
mainly due to a lack of wind; 
buf Americans saw Lord Dunraven’s Val- 


' kyrie, the pride of Great Britain, sail past 
Vigilant, the pride of America, and were com- 


pelled to acknowledge that the English boat 


had out-generaled the American at every 


point. When the wind held steadily the Vigi- 
lant held her own, but when it beca:ne a drift- 
ing match the Valkyrie gained the advantage. 
Throughout the coutest it was more of a 
drifting match than a race. The wind at 
no time reached the dignity of a _ sail- 
ing breeze. The details of the race 
follow: By 11 o’clock the variable wind had 
settled down to an apparently steady breeze 
fromthe north, and the heavy fog bank 
slowly drifted away to leeward. Both yachts 
werejsailing around the lightship, maneuvering 
for a position of vaatage under main sail and 
club and jib topsails. 

The Vigilant had her forestaysail and the 
Valkyrie het jib up in stops ready to be driven 
out at a moment's notice, 

At 11:10 the signal D. F. B., steer a south 
course, fluttered from the foremast head of 
the flagship May. This told the yachtsmen 
that the first log of the course was to be a 
fifte¢n mile run before the wind and a beat 
back'to the lightship. 

| Vigilant Takes an Early Lead. 

Scarcely had the flags of the May given 
this bit of information before spinnaker 
‘booms were lowered on both yachts and sails 
runup. The Vigilant mast-headed her great 
balloon jib top sail, but the Englishman, 
believing that this sail would be 
becalmed by the spinnaker, decided to 
hold | on to his medium jib topsail. 

Promptly at 11:15 a gun boomed from the 
May and a red ball was hoisted. It was the 
preparatory signal and the yachts had just 
ten minutes to cross the line, as the start was 
to be|by a signal gun. 

At 11:25, when the gun sounded, the Vig- 
ilant was leading the Valkyrie about two 
lengths. Before the echo had died away both 
boats broke out their spinnakers andthe Vigi- 
lant her balloon jib topsail, hauling down the 
otheriat the same time. Booms were broad 
off |to port and spinnakers to starboard when 
the yachts crossed, and it looked then as if 
they would make aspeedy run to the first 
mark, im 

| The wind, however, had scarcely started 
them on their fifteen-mile journey before it 
died away almost toa calm. Now it became 
a mere drifting match, for the sails of both 
yachts hung limp and lifeiess and the great 
snow-white spinnaker of the Englishman al- 
most dragged in the water. Whatever air 
there was could not reach, either yacht, owing 
to the numberless excursion boats which 
‘crowded upon the racers. ‘The Valkyrie was 
first to hang out a signal “ keep further 
astern,’ followed by the Vigilant with a more 
emphatic demand to ‘keep off.”’ These re- 
quests had the desired effect, and as the crafts 
stood off the racers seemed to forge ahead a 
trifle faster, For the first hour of the race 
there was scarcely any perceptible change in 
‘the relative positions of the two yachts. 
‘The Englishman did his best to crawl 
up in the weather quarter of the American 
and thus steal away his wind. He was not 
speedy enough, however, and, though he 
steered a course a little to windward, failed to 
close the gap, but gradually fell farther astern 
until at the end of the hour and a half he was at 
least twice as far behind the American as he 


| wasat the start. The Valkyrie seemed to 


have made @ wise move in not setting her bal- 
loon jib top-sail, for the Vigilant’s was doing 
little or no good, being apparently becalmed 
by her spinnaker. The Englishman’s game, 
however, was ‘to blanket” the American, 
and this he was endeavoring to do with all his 
might and main. 


Blunders on Board the Vigilant. 


. At 1:15 o'clock the wind began to haul to 
the southand west,and the Vigilant took in 
her spinnaker and jib top-sail, and |seemed to 
lay'to right in the wind’seye. The Valkyrie 
hung onto her spinnaker and rapidly overtook 
the Vigilant, passing her at 1:25, just two 
hours) after the start, While the Vigilant 
seamed to be dead on the water the Valkyrie, 
hatiled' by the wind on the starboard tack, set 
her jibiand stay sail and shot ahead, steering 
to the southward and westward. The Vigilant, 
forjsome unknown reason, made no effort 
to haul by the wind, but retained all of her 
head gails, while she eased her main sheet 
until every one believed that she had met 
with an accident and had decided to give up 
the|race. There was evidently a strong tide 
under her wéather bow, for it threw her head 
off|to the eastward and she drifted bodily to 
leeward. After losing almosta mile the Ameri- 
can came up in the wind and headed after 
her English rival. 

Thig| gain of the Valkyrie’s was probably 
turning point of the race, and the seaman- 
ship displayed on the American boat was 
lamentably poor. 
the weather side and force its head around to 
the eastward, as every one seemed to think, 
there ig no reason im the world why Skipper 
Hansen should not have hauled down his 
hedd sails, braced in his main boom, and used 
evdry device known to sailors to bring his 
vesseliby the wind.

Another riot in the Big Four yards at the In- 
dianola shops across the river from this city 
this evening resulted in the fatal shooting of 
Fireman James Pitts of the Peoria Big Four 
division. Special Detective John Stokes did 
the shooting, firing into a crowd of several 
hundred men and boys who were jeering and 
throwing stones at the locomotive and single 
coach which were about to pull out for this 
city with the officers who had been 
on duty during the day. General 
Superintendent Riley with the men 
had entered the car, but Stokes 
who did the shooting yesterday and this morn- 
ing, lingered behind and shot. There were a 
few of the strikers, but many more employés 
in the crowd, taking no part in the riot. After 
the shooting Stokes darted inthe car. Pitts 
fell with a ball through the groin, The crowd 
at once charged with a howling mob; a num- 
ber drew revolvers and began to fire. The 
engineer opened the throttie and lay down 
with his fireman to avoid being killed by the 
fusillade of iron pins, stones, and 
bullets. In the 
eight special officers and six  non- 
union boilermakers whose presence at the 
shops have caused the trouble. Before the 
special could get under headway not a sound 
window remained in the coach and the sides 
were filled with lead. A dozen men followed 
it up the track and emptied their revolvers 
through the windows. The officers made no 
attempt to return the fire. Hardly a man 
escaped without scratches, but no one was 
seriously hurt. No city policemen have been 
on the grounds since the riot and threats of 
burning the shops before morning are now 
being made. This morning a boy, Ben 
Stamm, wasshot through the hand by a

WILL BE CHANCELLOR 


JUDGE TUTHILL MOVES INTO JUDGE 
OOLLINS’ OLD BOOM. 


Despite the Fact That Judge Tuley, Who 
Is Chief Justice, Issues a Call for a 
Meeting of Judges to Choose a Chan- 
cellor, Judge Tuthill Has the Call of 
Calendar Continued for Criminal Bus!- 
ness, His Desk Moved Down-Stairs, and 
Will Be On Hand for Business. 


The Judges of the Circuit Court have been 
called to meet this afternoon at 3:15 o’clock 
for the purpose of designating some ore to 
call Judge Collins’ calendar. But before the 
other Judges are assembled Judge Tuthill 
will be seated in Judge Collins’ old chair and 
hearing the chancery business on that calen- 
dar where Judge Collins left off when he re- 
signed, All this will be regarded by the as- 
sembled Judges as an unusual occurgence, but 
Judge Tuthill gays he will go right on hear- 
ing chancery business for two or three years, 
or at least until he gets tired of it. 

Judge Tuley said he did not think Judge 
Tuthill would do a thing like that, while 
Judge Tuthill was confident that he would 
not do anything else unless something un- 
forseen should happen. 

Judge Lorin C. Collins, one of the. three 
Chancellors of the Circuit Court, resigned last 
week to resume the practice of law. This 
left a vacancy in the chancery courts to be 
filled by one of the other Judges. The way of 
filling this vacancy, Judge Tuley said, was by 
calling a meeting of the Judges, who would 
select one of their number as a Chancellor. 


Judge Tuthill beld a ‘different view of the | t 


matter, so yesterday morning he notified 
Minute Clerk Perkins to make outa call for 
this morning from Judge Collins’ old calendar 
and to move his desk from his old room on 
the third floor to the chambers formerly oc- 
cupied by Judge Collins, as he would here- 
after hear chancery business. The Clerk 
made out the call and had the desk moved. 


Judge Tuley Takes Action, 


Judge Tuley, who is the Chief Justice of the 
Circuit Court, heard of this and issued a call 
for the meeting of the Judges. The call says 
that the meeting is for the purpose of desig- 
nating one of the Circuit Court Judges to call 
Judge Collins’ calendar and to choose a 
fourth Chancellor of the Circuit Court. 

Judge Tuley was asked the meaning of the 
callin view of the action taken by Judge 
Tuthill. “I suppose Judges convened en 
banc control matters like this,” he said. 
** The Judges combined are stronger than one 
Judge. I think I am following the practicein 
calling this meeting. Iam not officially ad- 
vised in the matter, I do not care to report 
what I have heard of it. I told Judgé Tuthill 
this morning that I would call the Judges to- 
gether to act in the matter, I suppose what 
action he has taken was before that conversa- 
tion. I presume of course he will wait for the 
action of his culleagues.”’ 

When Judge McConnell was asked about it 
he said he thought it was unusual, not to say 
extraordinary, fora Judge to assign himself 
when it was the practice to leave the assign- 
ment to an agreement of the Judges. 

Judge Dunne would not discuss the matter 
further than tosay that Judge Tuthill was 
entitled under the law to do just what he did. 

Judge Tuthill did not hold court yesterday 
afternoon, but he was seenat his home, No, 
532 West Jackson street. “You may say 

I will hear. motiens in Judge Collins’ 


that I 


room tomorrow morning, and that I shall 
sit in chancery business until I get 
ready to go back to common law. 
I have not seen the call for the meeting of 
the Judges to appoint a Chancellor to succeed 
Judge Collins, I have instructed his old min- 
ute clerk to publish a call for tomorrow and 
to move my desk into that room. {am there- 
fore Judge Collings’ successor on the chancery 
side and shall go right on hearing chancery 
business. I have possession, and possession 
is nine points of the law. I may attend the 
meeting if Iam not too busy hearing crimi- 
nal business.” 


Tired of Common Law Business. 

‘IT am following the usual practice,. Other 
Judges who are Chancellors simply assumed 
the placesasI have.done. All the Judges 
have the same jurisdiction and any one of 
them has a right to hear chancery business, 
Iam the oldest Judge in the Circuit Court, 
next to Judge Tuley. I want to take a turn 
at chancery business, I have been hearing 
common law since 1887 and I am 
getting tired of the same thing. I want a lit. 
tle variation in my judicial experience, and 
this being a favorable opportunity I simply 
took advantage of it. I have been wanting to 
do this some time and told the County Com- 
missioners to fix up a smaller court room for 
me and I would move into it and sit as a 
Chancellor, My old room is too large and I 
would surrender it to one of the new Judges 
fora common law room. The Commission- 
ers were at work remodeling the chancery 
record writer’s room for me on the fourth 
floor when Judge Collins resigned. As that 
left a small room suitable for chancery va- 
cant, and at the same time a vacant chancel- 
lorship, I just moved in and took possessioa.- 
If the Judges decide to arrange to sit as Chan- 
cellors alternately I will agree to it, but if 
they do not I go on with chancery business 
while it suits me todoso. I want to vary my 
experience on the bench, asI may go back 
to the practice of law again.” 

The call for the Judges’ meeting is specific, 
and Judge Tuthill has made his position quite 
plain. It has been rumored that Judges 
Clifford and McConnell were favored for the 
chancellorships ta be filled. The position of 
Chancelior is regarded as a place of honor on 
the belch.

“Anti” Wing of the Democratic Party 
Bitter Over Result of Convention, 

At the City Hall yesterday the successful 
leaders in the convention of the day before 
were rather jubilant. They were freely pre- 
dicting the success of the entire ticket.

A _ po- 
lice officer of high rank said Judge Mo- 
ran’s treatment was disgraceful, and that 90 
per cept of the Democratic police officers and 
firemen would vote for Judge Gary, and that 
Judge Moran only expressed the opinion of 
thoughtful Democrats when he said that 
Judge Gary ought to be indorsed as he was 
on three other occasions by Democratic con- 
ventions. It is understood that Judge Moran 
is preparing a statement for publication later 
on why Judge Gary should be elected. 

It is rumored around the City Hall that 
Adolph Kraus will soon retire frém_ the 
office of Corporation Counsel because of 
the way in which his friend Zeisler 
was treated, and that Mr. Zeisler may also re- 
tire.

Prof, Williams’ Oration. 


A descendant of the first settler of * Little 
Rhody,”’ Prof, Alonzo Williams of Brown 
University, was the chief orator of the occa- 
sion. He said in part: 

It makes an epoch in the history of a State 
when it pauses fora day to conquer forgetful- 
ness. A man who lias arrived at full maturity, 
at a clear conception of his relations, his duties, 
his mission, pauses to rétrace the arduous 
steps, the struggles, the defeats, the 
triumphs, whieh have brought him to the 
threshold of his desires, that he may pluck 
inspiration from thé past and gird himself fr the 
future that invites him. Thus pauses today our 
State and runs back the checkered centuries to 
gather up the scattered’rays of her glory, that 
they may illumine the path she is destined hence- 
forth to ‘tread. |Weak winged are words, 
climb the height of such a 
theme, to do justice to such a lay. Every 
hour bas been| an hour of splendid destiny. 
Rhode Island formally enacted and declared its 
independence of Gréat Britain two months before 
the Declaration of Independence by Congress. It 
is therefore the dldest independent sovereign 
government in the Western World. It was first 
to establish a naval vat the in America and 


fired the first cannon at the royal navy. It capt- 
ured the first prize. Im the field Nathaniel 
Greene was second only to Washington. the 
councils of the Nation Stephen Hopkins was 
second to none. “We have met the 
enemy and they are i ours” the 
watchword fram Rhode Island in 
Twenty-four thousand loyal sons, led by that 
ideal soldier, Ambrose E, Burnside, was Rhode 
Island's centribution to the Nation in 1861. The 
year 1893 witnesees in our land a rebirth of 
patriotism, a renaissance of nationality. This is 
our golden jubilee, and we invite our kin of all 
the earth to celebrate with us our festival and 
behold how the God of the nations has blessed 
this people. On this 400th anniversary we raise 
our national heres in marble, in silver, in gold, 
to the pedestal in the national panthéon beside 
the immortals of the Calumbian race—Colum- 
bus, the discoverer; Washington, the father; 
Lincoln, the savior of his country. 

Addresses were also made by Col. William 
A. James of Chicago and Col. John C. Wy- 
man, The latter also read an original poem 
by Caroline Hazard,a daughter of Rowland 
Hazard. After the speechmaking the New- 
port Artillery and its fipe band gave an exhi- 
bition drill and dress parade on the plaza 
north of Administration Building. 

Last evemng from 7 to 10 the Governor 
held a reception at the State Building. 


Ancient Newport Artillery. 


The Newport Artillery in camp at-Camp 
Lincoln, on the lake shore just south of the 
park, was 4 FM in 1741, during the reign 
ef George Il, | It the oldest active 
military organization in the country. 
‘“*The Ancient and Honorables” of Boston, 
is a little older, but for many years has been 
ohly a social organization. The Newport 
Artillery is still in the field, having partict- 
pated in every War this Gountry has seen since 
its organization, | It drills only as infantry and 
as such was connected with the First Rhode 
Isiand Infantry in the rebellion, during which 
it had first and last no less than 1,000 mem- 
bers. 

The organization exists now as a battalion 
of three companies of 112 members and has 
two artillery pieces at Newport, which it 
never uses. It is commanded by Lieut.-Col. 

A. Barker and Maj. George C. Shaw. 
Company A is ¢p>mmanded by Capt. A. Her- 
bert Bliss, Company B by Lieut. J. D. Rich- 
ardson, and Company C by Lieut. H. C. Stey- 
ens. The unifotm is black helmets with red 
plumes, dark blue coat, and light blue trousers 
with red stripes,) The band numbers twenty- 
eight and is uniformed in blue with white 
cording. The epnipany is independent of the 
National Guard and has escorted the Goy- 
ernors Of Rhode Island on every State occa- 
sion, including inauguration, ever since 1792.

Chief Buchanan Issues a Circular and G. 
Vv. Calhoun Sends Telegrams, 

G. V. Calhoun of Washington, Chairman of 
the committee appointed to take steps con- 
cerning thé weevil pest in the Agricultural 
Building, said yesterday there was not much 
for the committee to do, as it had been antici- 
pated by the following circular issued by 
Chief Buchanan to the exhibiters in his de- 
partment: 

(In order that there may be no possible danger 
of the introduetion into this and other countries 
of the insect that bas been found in the grains of 
several countries and States in the Agricultural 
Building you are urgently requested to promptly 
carry out the following: irst—Take immedi- 
ate steps tohave destroyedin the garbage cre- 
matory all Fain in which the insect is found. 
Janitors will be instructed to take the grain you 
designate to the crematory if you so desire. Sec- 
ond—Stog at once giving away or receiving 
samples of wheat, corn, oats, and other grains 
in which the insect works. Printed notices will 
be placed in the bullditg, cautioning visitors 
against tak atway any samples of such grains. 
Third—Seal all jars. that contain wheat or other 

rain that attracts the insect. Fourth—Make 

aily examination of your exhibit and in every 
instance where the insect is found follow in- 
structions in paragraph No, 1. Itis highly im- 
portant that this be given your immediate atten- 
tion. 

Mr, Calhoun said he had telegraphed to all 
the newspapers in his State to publish warn- 
ings for the burning of all samples of cereals 
sent from the Exposition. It isa mistake. to 
suppose that.the black or rice weevil, which 
is the insect found in the Agricultural Build- 
ing. isa stranger in this country. The en- 
tomologists at Washington, D. C., say it is 
common in the Southern States of this coun- 
try.

EXAMINATIONS IN AMERIOA WHICH 
LOOK LIKE REORUITING, 


Subjects of Emperor William Required to 
Appear at the German Consulate In New 
York and Pass Muster of Physictans= 
Custom Once Declared a Violation of 
Neutrality Laws—How the Fatherland 
Looks After Absentees Subject to Mili- 
tary Duty—Advice and Penalties. 


New. York, Oct. 5.—[Special.]—At a time 
like this, when international relations in Eu- 
proe are strained and a,conflict involving the 
five stronger governments of the continent is 
not unlooked for, the system of military exam- 
inations held at the German Consulate in this 
city to determine the fitness or unfitness of 
Germans to serve in the Emperor’s army is 
viewed with interest. The question as to 
whether-the German Government is main- 
taining a recruiting station in this city is one 
which has been frequently asked lately. 

Every male child born in Germany is con- 
sidered amenable to the law of military serv- 
ice. The day of his birth, the names of his 
parents, and other data for identification are~ 
With prac- 
ticed eyes the officials watch the records of the 
smallest hamiet, and when they show that 
even one male inhabitant has treaced the age 
of 21 and has not served his term in the army 
he is notified to appear at the nearest recruit- 
ing place. If he has left the country he is 
counted a deserter, and when apprehended 
must not only serve the stated tefm but must 
also discharge a fine for desertion either with 
additional time or with a money equivalent, . 

There is one exception to this rule.. That is 
when'a lad less than 17 years old becomes 
officially an emigrant. He must then deny 
allallegiance to the German Kmperor by 
oath is considered an outcast. Should he 
neglect to go through this form he will still | 0 
be considered bound to serve when 21 years 


of age, no matter how far he may have 
strayed from the Fatherland. 


Arrest Follows Return,

WOOL GROWERS OBJECT TO THE TARIFF. 


National Organization to Argue Before 
Congress for Changes. 

Gov. John T. Rich of Michigan, in calling 
the convention of the National Wool Growers’ 
Association to’order in the Agricultural As- 
sembly Hall yesterday, said he believed the 
time had come for the wool growers to declare 
their views and wishes in unmistakable terms 
regarding the present tariff. The association 
instructed the new President and Secretary 
to publish an address giving the members’ 
views on what should be done and to employ 
experts to make arguments with them before 
Congress, Gov. Rich said: 

So far as the fine wool interests are concerned 
what is known as the skirting clause has proven 
to be the weakest part of the tariff fence, Sec. 
383 carefully provides against the sorti of 
wool to avoid the duty, buat after having done 
this a proviso is inser “that ski wools, as 
now imported, are hereby excepted.” The effect 
of this proviso is to let im wool worth quite as 
much as Ohio washed fleece at a duty of only 11 
cents a pound, when if it came in whole fleeces 
washed it would pay 22 contsa pound. The re- 
sult is that on fine wool there is little, if any. more 
than one-half the protection provided by law. I 
have seen in Philadelphia Australian skirted 
wool, which paid only 11 cents a pound, sell for 
from 40 to 2 cents, when the best 
unwashed full-blood Merino wool would onl 
bring 18 to 20 cents. Ohio fleece wool, washed, 
has an actual protection of 11 8-10 cents a pound 
though the law provides that washed wool shall 
pay a duty of 22 centsa pound. It is useless to 
expect, during the present Congress, any amend- 
ment to the law of 1890 which will help pur case 
atall. On the contrary, there is a well grounded 
fear that such changes areliable to be made in 
the law that what little protection we have may 
be wiped out, It is generally undérstood that the 
majority in Congress proposes to put wool on the 
free list and remove the compensating duty on 
manufacturers. Now, if p acing wool on 
the free list did not egtirely destroy 
wool raising in the Uni States, 
protection .. on manufactured woolens 
would be better than nothing, as it would make 
it possible to have a market for our wool in this 
country instead of selling it in a foreign country 
to be returned to us manufactured. It is evident 
that these people, who are at heart just as much 
in favor of free woolen manufactures as of free 
wool, recognize the fact that the combined wool 
interests of this country are too strong to be at- 
tacked at once and are appealing to the cupidity 
and selfishness of the manufacturers for their 
aid to place wool on the frée list. With this ac- 
complished they will then ask theinjured and in- 
dignant wool-grower to geteven with the manu- 
facturer by helping to put the manufactured ar- 
ticle on the free list. If this plan can’ be made 
to work in the first instance it can in 
the second, It seems to me the course 
to be pursued is to take the opposite course and 
endeavor to unite all the wool interests and in- 
sist that we shall stand or fall together. If wedo 
this, even the present congress will hardly dare 
to attack this irdustry, especially in the present 
condition of the revenues of the government, 
Some prompt and efficient action must be taken 
if we would avert disaster.

President Lawrence said: 

The importers and manufacturers keep a 
salaried man at Washington to appear_before 
committees and interpret the tariff laws. Because 
the wool-growers who represent the only ab- 
solutely national industry 4 the United States 
do not do the same thing we often get the worst 
of it. As a people we apse mest 614,000,000 
pounds of woo! last year, we produced 
only 800,000,000 poun We have only 45.,- 
000.000 sheep where it requires 105,000,000 to 
supply the wool demand of this country. We 
haye greater facilities for wool raising than 
any other people and the annual consumption of 
wool is three pounds per capita more than in an 
other country. Our tarifflaw keeps out Sou 
American wool, but it does not keep out the 
Australian wool, for some of which the importer’s 
price is only nine cents a pounds. I believe, as 
the representatives of 1,000,000 wool-growers, 
we should not rest until an absolutely prohibi- 
tive tariff isadopted. We cannot expect it from 
this administration, but perhaps we may from the 
next. 

Gov. Rich wanted the President and Secre- 
tary to prepare and publish an address which 
should represent the views of the association 
and the interests of the wool-growers of the 
United States. He also want them to have 
authority to callin experts to aid them in 
arguments before committees in Congress. 
His wishes were formulated in a motion

UNIVERSITY IN LINE WITH BAPTISTS. 


Prof. Hewitt Says It Does Not Uphold 
Drummond's Darwinian Views, 

Mriwacxer, Wis., Oct. 5.—[Special.]— 
Prof, C. E. Hewitt of the Chicago University 
at the convention of the State Baptist Society 
today denied the statement sent out from 
Chicago that the Chicago University was 
teaching and defending the Darwinian theory 
of evolution, Prof. Hewitt said: 

It is true that Prof. Henry Drummond, a fol- 
lower of Darwin, is lecturing at the university on 
evolution, bnt the university does, not in any 
manner approve of his beliefs or in any way up- 
hold his sayings. Prof. Drummond has no con- 
nection with the university whatever. He is sim- 
ply a chance lecturer, and is merely giving an ex- 
position of his views, but it does not follow that 
the university by allowing him to talk on the sub- 
ject in any way indorses or sanctions his teach- 
ings. Nota week ago the President of thé uni- 
versity and myself discussed Prof. Drummond's 
lectures before we decided to allow him to speak, 
and we then knew that by so doing there 
would be a fire of criticism. e decided, how- 
ever, that there could be no harm in giving our 
students an'| opportunity to become informed 
upon the Dafwin theories. : 

In his address to the convention Prof. Hew- 
itt stated that the university faculty was not 
in any trouble, and he assured the convention 
that so long'as the present teachers were en- 
gaged there need be no fear that anything but 
the pure Baptist boeing would be taught. 
The directors had decided, however, to ask 
each of the State societies to appoint a visitor 
who should spend a_ week at the university 
every year, go into the classes, ask questions, 
and report to the State conventions. He after- 
wards madeja motion to this effect. 

As to the finances of the institution, Prof. 
Hewitt said that the university had been for- 
tunate this year. It had rented several of the 
dormitories to World’s Fair people and would 
realize about $10,000. This would pay the 
expenses of the year and leave a balance for 
next year.' There was needed, however, 
$2,000 for furnishing the dormitories. 

New York, Oct. 5.—|Special.]—Gen. 
Thomas J. Morgan, ex-Indian Commissioner 
and at present Secretary of the Baptist Home 
Mission Sodiety at Temple Court, when he 
read the report of the Drummond incident at 
the university today said: 

The views of Prof. Drummond on this subject 
are not indorsed by the Baptists. He was taken 
to task recently for some of his statements at St. 
Paul by the Rev. Dr. Lemuel Moss, who an- 
swered him vigorously. In his statements then 
Prof. Drummond said that there was a greater 
difference between some men than between man 
and monkeys. Of course the Baptists will not 
accept such a statement, for it is within the ob- 
servation of every man that men of the lowest 
stages of degradetion liave been transformed un- 
der the influences of Christianity.

JUDGE GARY AND THE DEMOCRACY. 

The Democratic convention of 1893, made 
up largely of City Hall officeholders and ruled 
abeolutely by them, has, in obedience to the 
will of one man who was actuated solely by 
his ambition for another and a higher office, 
repudiated and censured the action of four of 
its predecessors, and put on record its opin- 
ion that the men who composed the conven- 
tions of 1869, 1875, 1881, and 1887 were 
bad Democrats. 

It is probable that personally Mayor Harri- 
gon would ‘have liked to renominate Judge 
Gary. Todo so, however, would be to an- 
tagonize the Pardon Governor and his an- 
archistic and socialistic following, amd thus 
to endanger the Mayor's Senatorial hopes by 
weakening him in Cook County, where he 
must look for most of his support. But in 
order not to seem to censure Altgeld and 
rather to indorse him and his pardon mes- 
sage attacking the Supreme Court and the 
trial Judge, Judge Gary, with thirty years of 
service and four Democratic indorsements 
behind him, was thrown overboard to be re- 
placed by Mr. Brown, who is acceptable to 
Altgeld because he maintained from the be- 
ginning that the Anarchists were innocent 
lambs who were illegally and unjustly tried 
and executed, and who has consequently been 
a warm supporter of Altgeld’s action and of 
the doctrines laid down in his message. And 
as Mr. Brown has traveled as far as George- 
ism on the road to the socialistic demand for 
the confiscation of all property, and not the 
rental value of land alone, it was assumed 
that the votes of all the cranks would be cast 
for him. 

There are other men as good Democrats as 
the Mayo® who disapprove of and denounce 
his course. One ofsthem is Judge Moran, 
who, having just resigned a judicial office 
while the Mayor is seeking another office, 
may be assumed to be the least influenced by 
personal considerations of the two. Said 
Judge Moran in his speech in the convention: 

I desire to have nominated by this convention 
aman who has been nominated in Democratic 
conventions every six years for the last twenty- 
four years. He has adorned thé bench of this 
county for thirty years. He stands without a 
peer among the Judges of this county for learn- 
ing, industry, and judicial impartiality. No man 
you can name by this convention will bé his 
equal, and—— 

But here the uproar arose and the Judge 
was cut short. Turning to those around him 
he said: 

Gentlemen, you can choke me off in a Demo- 
cratic convention, not because you a de- 


sire to do it, but because you are thfully obe- 
dient to your drill-masters. 


He spoke nothing but the truth. Elected 
originally by the Republicans in 1863, 
Judge Gary has been kept on the bench by 
Democrats as well as Republicans since 
then. Of the four indorsements received by 
him the most important was that given by 
the Democratic vonvention of 1887, for that 
convention was held after the Anarchists’ 
trial, and its action was not merely a general 
approval of his course for the preceding six 
years buta special indorsement of hfm as 
the presiding Judge in the Anarchists’ cases. 
Whoever opposed his nomination that year, 
or voted against him, said that they disap- 
proved of his course on that occasion. That 
was the sole issue, and onit Judge Gary was 
triumphantly reélected by an immense ma- 
jority. 

Now the Democrats, or rather the City Hail 
officeholders of 1893, declare that the Demo- 
crats did very wrong six years ago when they 
said that Judge Gary was right in the Anarch- 
ists’ trial—that they and he and the Supreme 
Court and the State’s-Attorney and the voters 
of Cook County were all wrong and that Alt- 
geld and the Anarchists alone are in the right, 
and that Judge Gary must be removed from 
the bench to make room for Mr. Brown, not 
because the latter is the best lawyer or has 
the most experience or is looked on with the 


} most confidence by the community, but be- 


cause it is necessary to throw asop to Alt- 
geld—to give him as a candidate for Judge on 
the ticket a manafter his own heart—and 
because it is felt necessary for the Democratic 
organization to get down onits knees and 
apologize to those Socialists and Anarchists 
whom it defied and voted down in 1887. The 
Democratic party must meetin convention 
and humbly ask Messrs. Fielden and Schwab 
and their friends to pardon it for supporting 
Judge Gary in 1887. 

This is humiliating. It is no wonder that 
self-respecting Democrats like Judge Moran 
feel it to be so. The duty of the Republican 
convention is plain. It should put Judge 
Gary’s name at the head of a ticket made up 
of able lawyers. Then it should leave the 
rest to the voters. If they have changed their 
opinions since 1887 they will vote Judge Gary 
out and Mr. Brown in—not because Judge 
Gary is a less experienced or less learned 
Judge than he was six years ago, but simply 
becatise the citizens of Cook County thave 
changed their minds and now hold that the 
use of dynamite bombs and the murder and 
maiming of policemen are within: the rights 
and privileges of their estimable anarchistic 
fellow-citizens which should not be prevented 
by a Mayor or punished by a Judge. 

If the people have not altered their views 
since 1887 they will re@iect Judge Gary and 
notify this Pardon Governor and this Mayor 
who is willing to sacrifice to him a public 
judicial servant of thirty years’ faithful serv- 
ice and the servile feeders at the municipal 
crib who make up Democratic conventions 
that they are not the bosses of Cook County 
or of the honest part of the Democracy. 
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THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS TICKET. 

The Democratic County convention has re- 
nominated the ten Democratic city Commis- 
sioners and tne five Republican couatry ones. 
The latter was’ not much of a concession, as 
the Democrats cannot carry the outside dis- 
trict. The chief reason for putting the ten 
city men on the ticket again was that the At- 
torney-General, who knows very little law, 
has given an opinion to the effect that they 
hold over under a law passed at the last ses- 
sion. By reélectingthem no dispute can arise 


‘as to their tenure of office. 


Many better lawyers than the Attorney- 
General have stated that the Legislature has 
no power to extend the terms of the present 
Comuinissioners. Therefore the Republicans 
should pay no attention to Moloney’s opinion, 
but, while renominating the country Commis- 
sioners, should put in the field for the 
suffrages of the gity voters the ten best men 
they can find willing to accept nominations. 
They should not indorse one of the present 
city members, because they are salary grab- 
bers, one of their first acts being to put their 
hands in the public treasury and add largely 
to their pay. Then they went to Springfield 
and lobbied through a law which they intend. 
ed should keep them in office for an addi- 
tional year longer than they were elected for. 
Their administration of county affaira has 
been wasteful and marked by’ gross incom- 
petency. They have handled nothing which | 


‘. o 


they have not mismanaged, and one of the 
last suggestions made by them was that the 
county add a million ‘to its bonded indebted- 
ness so that they might have a chance to 
spend that large sum of money for the bene- 
fit of their henchmen and bums. | 

The Republican convention should nomi- 
nate ten first-class men and the Republican 
voters and those Demotrats who disapprove 
of salary-grabbing, office-extension, and gen- 
eral maladministration should vote for them. 
If they get the majority and the ten present 
incumbents say that they bave a right to hoid 
over the courts-not Mr. Moloney—will de- 
cide between them, 


THE CAUSE OF THE PANIC. 
Senator Blackburn of Kentucky told his 
colleagues Wednesday how the panic of last 
summer might have been averted. He eaid: 


I regretted to hear it intimated that the admin- 
istration was a party to the canspiracy that 
brought these troubles on the public. That is 
not true. Ifthe President and Secretary of the 
Treasury had yielded to the domand for an issue 
of $150,000,000 in bonds the panic never would 
have come. | | 


This statement is true, though not true in 
the sense in ‘which Senator Blackburn in- 
tended it to be understood. He- meant to 
imply that the panic was created by the banks, 
merchants, and manufacturers for the pur- 
pose of urging the repeal of the purchasing 
clause in the Sherman act, which is absurd, 
for those classes were the greatest sufferers by 
the panic, and they well knew in advance what 
would be the effect of sucha panic if it oc- 
curred. But it is trve that if immediately 
after taking hold of the reins of office Presi- 
dent Cleveland and Secretary Carlisle had 
believed that authority was vested in ‘them 
to sell 150 million dollars of 4 per cent 
gold bonds; and if that amount of gold had 
been placed in the Treasury, there would have 
been no pani¢, nor ‘possibility of | one, 
because no one would have deemed it neces- 
sary to repeal the purchasing clause in the 
Sherman law in order to maintain all the cur- 


rency at par with gold. The presence of that | 


150 millions of additional gold in the Treas- 
ury would have banished all fears of a slump. 
Knowing that plenty of the yellow metal was 
there the people would have felt there was 
no possible danger of a drop to a silver 
standard. They would have viewed with in- 
difference the continuing purchase of 4,500,- 
000 ounces of silver per month, They would 
have felt that years must elapse before the 
sustaining, buoying qualities of that immense 
amount of gold in addition to the 100 mill- 
ions reserve would be overtaxed by the 
weight of silver to be held up by 
it. With that increased reserve in |hand 
there would have been no hoarding of 
gold; foreign holders of American se¢curi- 
ties would not have gent them here in large 
amounts to be realized on, banks would not 
have beeu cramped, and mills and workshops 
would not have closed for lack of bank loans, 
and there would have been none of the paraly- 
sis of production that hds afflicted the work- 
ing and the employing classes for several 
months past. It would not then have been 
necessary for Senator Blackburn to speak of 
the sufferings of American citizens in the fol- 
lowing language used by him: 

Standing in the midst of the desolation which 
surrounds them, with their trade stagnating, 
with their labor unemployed, with enterprise 
paralyzed, with two millions of men tramping 
our highways and streets begging. not for bread 
but for labor with which to earn it, the people 


demand that action shall be taken by the Senate 
and it ought to be taken, 


THE TERRIBLE GULF STORM. 

On the 28th of August lasta terrible hurri- 
cane devastated the South Atlantic coast, It 
swept from Florida to the Virginias, extend- 
ing, also, far inland, and traces of its violence 
were observed even in New York and New 
England. The worst destruction was occa- 
sioned in the vicinity of Charleston and Sa- 
vannah, and among the fertile Sea Islands. At 
least 1,500 lives were lost and millions of 
property destroyed. Nowanother and even 
more disastrous hurricane, sweeping down 
from the North and West, has passed over New 
Orleans and the country between that port and 
Mobile, dissipating at last in the gulf. The 
area covered by it was comparatively narrow, 
but its violence was go terrific that the losses 
in that area, both of life and property, were 
exceptionally, large. At New Orleans the 
wind blew sixty miles an hour, but in Plaque- 
mines Parish) and at other points it reached 
the extreme velocity of 125 miles In many 
respects it regembled the August storm. In 
the latter case the sea invaded the City of 
Charleston and two or three islands were cov- 
ed by a tidal wave; so in this storm the waters 
of the bay were forced into the City of Mobile 
and at least two gulf islands disappeared en- 
tirely, with all their inhabitants. 

The loss of| life, which is over 2,000, | far 
exceeds that in the first storm, and it is prob- 
able the loss af property also will be greater, 
since in addition to the vessela wrecked, and 
the telegraph, railroad, and residence prop- 
erty destroyed, the orange and other fruit 
crops in Louisiana are ruined. Fortunately 
the storm hardly touched the sugar districts. 
Like the first disaster also, contrary to ‘the 
usual record in such cases, the first reports 
fell far short of giving an accurate account 
of the havoc wrought. Day by day the death 
list grows larger, and from 200 at first re. 
ported the list of fatalities now reaches over 
2,000. Let us hope that in another respect 
the people of the afflicted district may. be as 
fortunate as those of Charleston under similar 
circumstances, The latter city showed re- 
markable recuperative powers, and within a 
few days was on its feet again repairing the 
losses. Though the Governors of South 
Carolina and Georgia made appeals for help 
to the other States they did not wait for relief 
to come before doing something themselves, 
and their rapid recovery from the effects of 
the disaster largely was due to their, own 
courageous and public spirited efforts. It is 
possible that the people of Plaquemines and 
other places, where the storm raged worst, 
are less able to help themselves. Should 
such be the case and should it be necessary |to 
muke an appeal for help there is no reason 
to believe that the response will not be 
prompt and generous. In the presence of 
such phenomenal disasters as these all sec- 
tional feelings, if they exist, are swept away, 
and only the feelings of common humanity 
remain. There is ho North or South in/a 
time of calamity. We are all brothers then, 


not knowing how soon calamity may prostrate’ 


us aiso. Chicago especially knows by an un- 
precedented experience what this means, and 
should New Orleans or Mobile ask for help 
will do its part,

ANOTHER NEW STATE IN SIGHT. 

The Inter-Territorial convention held at 
Purcell, I. T., Monday last took a step in the 
right direction when its delegates, represent- 
ing three parties and three races, united in an 
appeal to Congress for the union of the two 
Territories, the Indian and Oklahoma, and 
their admission into the Union as one State. 
In addition to this request the resolutions cal] 
for the opening to settlement of the Wichita, 
Kiowa, and Comanche Reservations and the 
abolition of the) holding of lands in common 
by the Indian tribes, so that all parts of the 
new State may be thrown open to all persons 
alike. f 

The two Territories united would yours 
great and magnificent State. They woul 
start with a joint population of over 300,000, 
and in a few years this population would be 
increased greatly, In the western part of the 


= 


the central and eastern sections have the 
same rich black goil as Kansas and Arkansas. 
If the Indians could be prevailed upon to 
citizenize themselves and take up lands in 


‘severalty. selling to the government what- 
_ever of their lands was needed for white set- 


tlement, there would bea million of popula- 
tion soon after the next census. It is not 
likely that the government would be able to 
eell the lands at the lowest figures, for the In- 
dians have learned the value of their lands 
and have become sharp bargainers, but the 
slightly advanced cost would attract a better 
class of buyers, who would purchase for per- 
manent settlement, The rich mineral re- 
sources of the new State would be developed 
speedily. The opening up process also would 
prove of great benefit to Kansas City, St. 
Louis, and Memphis by giving them a growing 
and prosperous back country as a market for 
their goods, It would be better for the Indi- 
ans from every point of view and it would 
offer new homes for thousands of whites, The 
government has no more arable public land. 
With the exception of some of the Sioux res- 
ervations in the Northwest no land is left ex- 
cept that in the Indian Territory. The open- 
ing up of this land and its settlement by 
thrifty, industrious white farmers would start 


ithe new State on a career of wonderful pros- 


perity. At the same time it would go far 
toward solving the troublesome Indian ques- 
tion and it would be of the highest advantage 
to the Indians themselves, who would become 
citizens, own and cultivate their own farms, 
way ually adopt white customs and habits 
by daily association with ard contiguity to the 
whites. There is ao good reason why. the two 


- Territories should not be united and admitted 


without unnecesary delay, especially as they 
have the requisite population to entitle them 
to representation and amply are qualified to 
sustain the duties and burdens of Statehood. 
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PROPOSED LATIN-AMERICAN SILVER 


CONVENTION. 

Notice has been given in the Senate of sev- 
eral amendments to the repeal bill which are 
to be offered. Amongthem is one by Senator 
Call of Florida— 


Providing for a convention of North and South 
American States to consider and decide upon a 
common standard or ratio upon which gold and 


silver shall be maintained and admitted to free 


coinage. 

The first and vital point is for the United 
States to retain the gold standard, Whatever 
helps in that direction is desirable. But what 
can States like Mexico, Peru, Brazil, Chile, 
Bolivia, Argentina, and Colombia, not one of 
which has the gold standard or any gold, 
some of which, like Argentina and Brazil, 
have neither gold norsilver, but a depreciated 
paper currency, and’ which are tormented by 
constant insurrections and revolutions, do to 
aid the United States to maintain the gold 
standard? They would be more likely tg pull 
the United States down to their own level 
than this country would be to raise them to 
its plane. Certainly they would pull this 
country down if it went into a free coinage 
arrangement with them. The United States 
must make no such monetary arrangements 
with Latin-America, All nations which have 
free silver coinage have slumped to the silver 
58-cent dollar standard. 

If'the object of Call’s proposed convention 
is to raise the price of silver by increasing the 
amount of it in use as money then the con- 
yention should be held not with South Amer- 
ican States, which use nothing but silver and 
paper depreciated below silver, but with Eu- 
ropean Statés, which could employ more sil- 
ver if they saw fit. The Latin-American 
States can contribute nothing to an advance 
in the price of silver—except by ceasing to 
mineit. If any one of those States—Mexico, 
for instance—wishes to adopt the gold stand- 
ard let it do so and there will be nogeed of 
any convention about it, ) 

‘If the United States, Canada, and the Cen- 
tral and South American States were to go 
in for free coinage of silver on some ratio 
which was not the commercial one the reeult 
would be that gold would be expelled from 
the United States and Canada, as adherence 
to free coinage has driven it from all the 
Latin-American States, This country would 
descend to the silver standard to which those 
other States have already descended. 

‘Senator Call assumes that while the United 
States probably could raise the price of silver 
if it went in single-handed for free coinage 
there could be no question of its ability if it 
had the codperation of Greasers, Indians, and 
the miscellaneous cross-breeds of South Amer- 
ida. Codperation with them would involve a 
fall to their monetary level, and when our 
merchants wanted to pay for foreign goods 
they would have to do what those Latin-Amer- 
ican merchants do now, sell enough of their 
silver carrency at its bullion price of, say, 58 
per cent to get the gold they needed to pay 
for their foreign goods. 

Senator Call’s convention idea means a cur- 
rency whose sole redeemers would be the gold 
brokers. Its value would only be that of its 
bullion, and that seems to be what he is work- 
ing for, 
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MR. HARRISON AND H{S COMMITTEE. 

More interest attached to the selection of 
central committeemen in the Democratic 
county convention Wednesday than to the 
namination of the judicial candidates. The 
nominations were made according to a prear- 
ranged, cut and dried program. The action 
of the convention in reference to them was 
mérely perfunctory and in accordance with 
the instructions of “the City Hall drill 
magsters,’’ as Judge Moran named them. - But 
there were life and feeling and excitement 
when it came to the selection of the commit- 
teamen, There were rows and fist fights and 
knocks.down. To the initiated this seemed 
intelligible enough. According to the methods 
under which the delegates to the recent con- 
vention were selected the committeemen 
control nominations because they appoint the 
delegates. The committeemen selected 
Wednesday will appoint the delegates to the 
conventions next year when Congressmen, 
State Senators, and Representatives, court 
clerks, a Sheriff, anda County Treasurer are 
to ‘be nominated. No wonder there were 
fights and rows over the selections. A com- 
mitteeman is an important person—a boss. 
His office is lucrative. Under the present 
city administration the Democratic commit- 
teeman who wants office can have his wishes 
gratified. Mr. Harrison wants their allegi- 
ance and can pay for it by conferring office. 
The result is that he controls the full eommit- 
tee. His henchmen succeeded in adding to 
his majority in that body yesterday, and did 
not scruple at the methods resorted to in 
order to win. 

The Mayor can control the Senatorial and 
other conventions next year, and despite all 
the efferts of the Altgeld men will be able to 


‘send to Springfield a delegation instructed to 


vote for him fcr Senator—unless the opposi- 
tion secures the control of the Federal offices 
here, Then it will bea question of who bids 
highest for the committeemen.: If the Fed- 
eral officers should be opposed to Mr. Harri- 
son they can obtain control of the committee 
by offering the committeemen better paying 
offices than the Mayor has given them. The 
Federal office is more lasting. The auction 
for the committeemen will begin when Mr, 
Cleveland makes his appointments for the 
Chicago offices. The action of Wednesday’s 
convention is by no rheans conclusive as to the 


result next year. Mr. Harrison must obtain \ 
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two Territories there is some bad land, but 


the codperation of President Cleveland to in- 
sure his success. His gains Wednesday were 
not marked. Many of his committeemen are 
‘in the market, and if his candidates are de- 
feated next month he would have to revise his 
organization, He has played a bold game.

The Eastern railroads are going to make 
excursion rates for Manhattan day at the Fair, 
charging but $15, good to start Oct. 18 or 19 
and return Oct. 23 or 24, This leaves no ex- 
cuse for the New-Yorkers to stay at home. 
If they do not avail themselves of this oppor- 
tunity it will be because they have sinned 
willfully and with their eyes open to the pen- 
alty of such an offense, which will be a life- 
long tegret. Tuz Trrecunes now makes a 
special appeal to Dr. Dana of the Sun not to 
harden his heart any longer and run the risk 
of sinning away his day of grace. He has 
fought the Fair vengefully and wickedly for 
nearly six months. Now let him come and 
see the beautiful White City which has been 
the target of his assaultaso long and make 
amends for his offense by singing a jubilate 
in its praise. His confession will make ample 
aiends for his wrong-doing. Chicago will 
receive him tenderly, give him the freedom 
of the city, and see to it that he 
has a reserved front seat all over Jack- 
son Park and along the Midway Plais- 
ance.

He is a writer of madri- 
gals—indeed, he is putting the history of 
Rome into madrigals for the betterment 
of society. Nothing that he does as 
he airs his fancied wit invites the confu- 
sion that ends the play. A more biting 
satire against affectation could not be conceived 
except by aman skilled in the presentation of 
the ridiculous as is Coquelin. The second 
lackey, no less observant of the rigid laws of 
gallantry, is the younger Coguelin, who 
played the réle in a manner which made 
it entirely fitting as the companion 
piece of Constant Coquelin’s character. 
The two polite roles in “Les Precieuses 
Ridicules"" combine the wunctuousness and 
discriminating scope of the French comedian 
with the adroitness in reading above the lines of 
the ‘text, which has saved many characters in 
their hands and exalted commonplaceness to im- 
portance.

PALLAS HEARS HIS DEATH SENTENCE, 


Anarchist Maintains a Defiant Air=W ishes 
to Give the Signal to Fire, 

BaRcgLona, Oct. 5.—Great military pre- 
cautions have been taken around the Fortress 
of Montjuich, in which Pallas is confined, At 
Yo'clock Pallas was taken before the mil- 
itary Judge escorted by a strong guard. He 
looked pale, yet had a firm bearing. By the 
Judge’s order the prisoner knelt while the 
death sentence was read. Pallas listened 
quietly, stroking his mustache. On rising the 
Judge asked him to sign the paper. To this 
Pallas replied: 

** What, sign my death sentence? I would 
rather sign the death sentence of the Public 
Prosecutor.”’ 

The Judge remonstrated with Pallas, who 
answered that the law of retaliation was “ an 
eye for an eye and a tooth fora tooth.” The 
prisoner then signed the paper with a firm 
hand. While crossing the castle court on his 
way to the chapel in which<he is to remain 
twenty-four hours, the prisoner repeatedly 
shouted: ‘ Long live anarchy!” The com- 
mander of the escort in vain ordered him to 
be silent. Pallas entered the chapel singing 
an Anarchist hymn, and he continued singing 
it for a long time, shouting at the top of his 
ers the closing words of each stanza, “ Kill! 

ill!’ 

The chapel has been converted into an ora- 
tory in which masses are continually being 
said by priests commissioned to minister to 
Pallas during his last hours. There are two 
Jesuits among the attendants of the doomed 
man. When the priests exhorted Pallas to 
confess his sins and receive the’ last sacra- 
ments he told them he would die an atheist, 
adding, ‘*‘ I have renounced even my former 
spiritual inclinations.”’ Before going to the 
chapel he was allowed to see his wife and 
children. He kissed and wept over his in- 
fant son, and exhorted the members of his fam- 
ily to continue in the path of anarchism. 

Pallas wants a secular burial. He has be- 
queathed his clothes to a museum. He has 
asked that when he is taken out before the 
soldiers to be shot he shall have the privilege 
of giving them the order to fire. Notwith- 
standing -his apparent indifference he has 
hopes for a respite. 


LOOKING FOR BATTLE AT MELILLA. 


Moorish Tribes and Spanish Troops Gath- 
ering=Spain’s Policy Outlined. 

Maprip, Oct. 5.—The hussar regiment of 
the Cadiz garrison was ordered last evening 
to make ready toembark for Melilla. Captain- 
General Martinez de’Campos has informed 
the government that he has recovered entirely 
from the wounds inflicted on him by the An- 
archist Pallas, and is able to assume full com- 
mand of the citadel in case his services be re- 
quired. The tribes continue to gather near 
Melilla, and another battle is expected to take 
place soon. The Europeans of the town are 
enthusiastic in their praise of the behavior of 
the Spanish soldiers in the fight with the na- 
tives, and hundreds have applied to Gen. 
Margallo, commander of the citadel, to be en- 
rolled as volunteers. Last evening all the Eu- 


ropeans in the neighborhood gathered at the.

Sueh a cam- 
paign would not only prevent the proposed 
decrease of the army, decided upon for reasons 
of economy, but would cost a large lump sum, 
besides many lives. The result would un- 
doubtedly greatly aggravate the general dis- 
content, already raised to the danger point by 
the increase of taxation and the abolition of 
provincial sinecures.

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TALK OF COMPROMISE. 


NOT YET EFFECTED, BUT IT SEEMS 
_ ‘THE INEVITABLE RESULT. 


Mr. Cleveland Continues to Insist on Un- 


‘ conditional Repeal, but at the Right 


' Time the Democratic Leaders in the Sen- 
ate Will Yield and Take What They. Can 
' Get=Senate Spends the Day in Execu- 
tive Session=—Congressman Murray’s 
Plea for the Colored Race. 
Wasuinctox, D. C., Oct. 5.—[Special.]— 
Progress was made today towards ‘“ adjust- 
ing’’ the differences among the Democratic 
Senators on silver. A premature report was out 
that the terms of a compromise which would 
command the support of forty-five Senators 


had actually been arranged and the necessary 


votes pledged. The substance of this arrange- 
ment was the purchase of 2,500,000 ounces 
of silver for two years from Nov. 1, with no 
discretion left to the Treasury Department. 


_ Some minor details were on the lines hereto- 


fore indicated, but the important thing was 
that the compromisers would not agree to 
stop the silver purchases short of two years. 

It may be well for thosé who are most ‘in- 


‘terested to consider whether or not they can 


get the substance of repeal while yielding the 
form. Last week when the compromisers 
outlined their propositions they did so know- 


"ing that they would have to yield something. 


Now if the repeal Senators who are willing to 
see the silver purchases continue for awhile 
are also willing that the silver liabilities shall 
be inereased without a proportionate increase 
in the gold reserve the Southern Senators are 
quite ready to drop the bond proposition. 
However, they are still insisting that if the 
measure is to be a Democratic compromise 
State bank tax repeal ought to be coupled 


’ with it. It Republican votes are to be sought 


they may have to drop out this scheme for the 
present, as Don Cameron is the only known 
Republican who would vote for the repeal of 
the State bank tax. 
Report of Compromise Premature. 

However, as already stated, the report that 
the terms of the compromise had actually 
been agreed upon by a majority of the Sena- 
tors is premature. Before that is done Gor- 
manand Voorhees must give the country an 
imitation of an effort to secure unconditional 
repeal t h a continuous session. If they 
do not hold the Senate together at least two 
nights the country may become too suspicious 
of their readiness to compromise. Blackburn

on the condition and needs of the Chicago 
building, and after receiving this document 
Gen. Black, Judge Hunter, and Messrs. 
Aldrich, McGann, Durborow, and Goldzier 
united ina memorial to the Secretary of the 
Treasury, in which they suggested and urged 
that ‘* proper steps be taken for the immediate 
vacation of the Federal Building.” Secretary 
Carlisle referred the memorial to Supervising 
Architect O’Rourke with instructions ‘to re- 
examine the subject and submit such sugges- 
tions and recommendations as he might con- 
sider proper. While the Supervising Archi- 
tect did not believe that there was any imme- 
diate danger of a collapse of the public build- 
ing, yet he thought that for the convenience 
of the public a new building should be 
erected, and he said this much to the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury in his latest report. 

After going over the report carefully Secre- 
tary Carlisle called attention to his inability 
to order a vacation of the building in ques- 
tion. He says: 

In the existing state of legislation the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury has no power to vacate the 
building now occupied by the peblic officers at 
Chicago, or to secure by rental or otherwise other 
buildings at that place for the transaction of 
public business. Congress alone has power to 
determine what shall be done with the presen 
building and whether or not a_ new one shall 
erected, or necessary accommodation secured for 
the public officers by renting suitable quarters. 
I concur, however, with the conclusion reach 
by the Supervising Architect that it will be nec- 
essary to provideat a reasonably early day for 
the erection of a new and larger building at Chi- 
cago. Whether it shall be located on the present 
site or at some other place in that city is a ques- 
tion upon which I prefer not to express an opin- 
ion at this time. ’ 

A meeting of the Chicago delegation will be 
hel2 as soon as practicable to agree upon 
some plan of action, and Representative Mc- 
Gann will probably havea bill ready for pres- 
entation to Congress early next week em- 
bodying the suggestions of the Treasury De- 
partment officials. .

Colored Congressman Scores the Election 
Bill and Makes a Hit. 

Wasuinetor, D. C., Oct. 5.—[Special.]—

i would commend to the careful consideration 
of the gentleman from Llinois (Mr. Black) com- 
parisons of votes inthe different States and dis- 
tricts, as he, during his remarks upon the bill, 
boastfully flaunted the great Democratic majori- 
ty in the few elections in the face of the minority. 
learnestly beseech him to put his hand on his 
troubled heart and go to his Godin prayer and 
ask him what would that majority be if the voters 
of the Seuth had been allowed the same freedom 
to vote and honesty inthe count as those of the 
North and West. I certainly -admire the Demo- 
cratic party in one respect.

LIST OF DEAD GROWS. 


FROM 1,500 TO 2,100 LIVES LOST IN 
THE GULF OOAST STORM, 


Word Received from Chandeleur and Ship 
Islands Adds 100 to the TotaleBetween 
800 and 1,250 Victims on Cheniere Isl- 
and=Hundreds of Ships and Their 
Crews LosteNew Orleans Sets About 
the Work of Kelief—Desolation Marks 
the Path of the Hurricane, 

New Orteans, La., Oct. 5.—[Special.]— 
Father Grimaux of the Roman Catholic 
Church at Cheniere reports the exact number 
loss on that island is 779. Other information 
is the number of dead there is 1,250. At 
Grand Isle twenty-five negroes were lost. 
Various reports place the total loss of life on 
the gulf coast between 1,500 and 2,100. 

Until this morning no news was received from 
the Chandeleur and Ship Islands, but the in- 
telligence that has come is in keeping with 
thé awful story of the storm’s work at other 
places. These islands are from ten totwelVe 
miles from the mainland of the South Missis- 
sippi coast, and were fully exposed to the fury 
of the hurricane. On Chandeleur is the National 
Quarantine Station and the Marime Hospital 
in charge of Surgeon G. M. Guiteras, Every 
building on the island was destroyed and 100 
lives lost, The whole quarantine system was 
wrecked and is ‘a total loss. Hospital Steward 
L. A. Duckart of this city, Nurse McKenzie, 
Seaman Muller of Amsterdam and two pa- 
tients, George B. Salmes of the bark Re- 
becca Goddard and a sailor named Lazen of 
the steamship Ravensdale, the last two pa- 
tients, are among the missing from the gov- 
ernment station. Drs, Guiteras and Pelaez 
were saved. The damage to the quarantine 
station will dmount to $10,000. 

Yesterday a sailor made his way to the 
Chandeleur station from the fishing sloop 
Laura B. of New Orleans, which was wrecked 
in Grand Pass. Out of a crew of seven men 
he is the only survivor, and when found on the 
island wasin an unconscious and perfectly 
nude condition, having been in the water over 
ten hours, The bark Rebecca Goddard was 
dismantled toa large extent. The Austrian 
bark Nikita, which was at quarantine, has dis- 
appeared and is believed to have been lost 
with all on board. It hada crew of twelve. 
A number of other large vessels were dis- 
masted and badly used. 

Miles of Chandeleur Island have) been 
washed away. and what little remains is liable 
to be submerged with a litthe more than ordi- 
pary high tide. Dr. Guiteras has notified the 
department at Washington that the island 
is no longer habitable and recommended the 
transfer gf the quarantine station to Ship 
Island. and Dr, Pelaez has been transferred to 

that point. 
Not a House Left Whole, 

In the gountry between quarantine station 
and the court-house there is not a house that 
is whole. Between the points mentioned 
twenty-three lives were lost. Most of them 
were white people, the negroes being a party 
of ‘seven who were killed in one place. Some 
of the lost met death by drowning, while others 
came to a more violent end in the destruction 
of theirhames. At Pass Christian not a wharf 
or bathhouse is left standimg. The loss will 
reach $35,000. : 

The hero of the hour around the French 
market ig Capt. Rudolph Terrebogne, com- 
mander of the lugger Good Mother. During 
the height of the cyclone at Cheniere he 
risked his life half a dozen times in saving the 

lives of men, women, and children. Some dis- 
tance from his house was a two-story house, 
and to this place the Captain made his 
way with his family. In the house he 
found several people crouching in fear on the 
lower floor. The Captain then left in search 
of those who were in need of assistance. At 
almost every step he found some unfortunate. 
He would convey them back to the house 
where his family was. He continued doing 
this for over an hour, and during that 
time managed to save sixty-four people 
who were on the point of _ givi 
up when he .came to their aii. 
After the sixty-four people had bed@n 
safely landed in the lower portion of the 
house the building began to sway to and {rp 
Those in the house became panic-strickdn 
and would have dashed out into the angi 
not the Captain placed his burly form in t

doorway and prevented them. He requested 
everybody to go up-stairs, knowing that if the 
house went in those on the second floor would 
have a better chance of escape than those an 
the ground floor, who would be crushed fo 
death by falling timbers. All but thrée 
obeyed the Captain’s orders.

Unable to Give Assistance, 


Last night the Henry T. Gregg took two 
Italian fishermen from araftas they were 
drifting to sea. Another raft also passed the 
vessel with three men on board. but the 
Gregg’s small boats were so badly wrecked 
that they could lend no assistance to the un- 
fortunates and nothing has been heard from 
them since, 

At Handsboro the mills of H. Leinhard and 
the J. T. Liddle company have been dam- 
aged considerably, but to what extent is not 
known, The roadbed on the Louisville and 
Nashville road from Pearl River to Wave. 
land is washed away and west of Lookout it 
is nearly as bad. 

At Biloxi the canning interests suffered se- 
verely. The three companies, the Barataria 
George W. Dunbars, and Gorenfle & Co., lost 
$25,000. Much damage was caused at the 
Back Bay of Biloxi by a section of a railway 
bridge 100 feet long being swept against the 
factory buildings, which were crushed. Three 
hundred wharves and bath-houses were de; 
stroyed; loss, $60,000. The British bark 
Rosella Smith, 508 tons, was found near 
Chandeleur bottom upward. The mate, car; 
penter, and cook were drowned. The Aus+ 
trian bark Annie E. from Santos is a loss. It 
was valued at $20,000. The Captain, three 
sailors. and two stevedores were drowned, A 
hundred vessels were wrecked at Biloxi. 

At Deer Island, just opposite Biloxi, over 
forty head of cattle were drowned. When 
the storm came up ‘there were many Biloxi 
boats in the Louisiana marsh oyster-fishing, 
and it is almost certain that in many cases a 
number if not all of the boats have gone 
down with all on board. Of eight schooners 


: known to be there Sunday evening three have 


been picked up bottom up, with masts and 
rigging all gone and not a soul on board. 
The schooners Alice MeGuigin and An- 


, geline have been discovered bottom upwards 


three or four miles from the .aouth of Pearl 
River. Twenty-three men who were on these 
vessels were lost. 

The island of St. Malo was depopulated by 
the storm, or at least no trace can be found of 
the six or eight people who were known to 
have been on the piace when the storm burst. 
St. Malo is one of the. small islands situated 
directly out in the gulf from Shell Beach. 

The reports from Point a la Hache and its 
put the death list up to eighty per- 
sons. Yesterday the searching parties in the 
vicinity of Grand Prairie found fifty-seven 
bodies. They were nearly all Austrian colon» 
ists, who had a large settlement at this point. 
The men were engaged in the oyster indus- 
try. Many of the bodies were torn and miuti- 
lated. The lozai Austrian and Slavonic socie- 
ties have sent committees into the section. 
The dead were buried five or six in a trench.

NEEDS OF SEA ISLANDS SUFFERERS, 


Miss Clara Barton’s Report of Conditions 
on South Carolina Coast. 


Wasuinetos, D. C,, Oct. 5.—Miss Clara 
Barton has made an official report to the 
executive officers of the Red Cross of the prog- 
ress of the relief movement undertaken by 
the association at the request of the Governor 
and State officers in South Carolina. Miss 
Barton says: 


After carefully surveying: the ground over for 
two weeks and fully investigating, the needs of 
the suffering people and e resources of the 
local committees we have come to the conclusion 
that it is the duty of the Red Cross to comply 
with the Governor's request and take responsible 
charge of the “Sea Islands relief." This, with- 
out doubt, will involve upon us the heaviest and 
longest continued work yet carried on in 
this country. With winter approaching, 
with all crops destroyed over a space 
of forty by a hundred miles in extent, 
with 30,000 inhabitants, one-fourth of them 
homeless, houses, cattle, fowls, tools, and all ac- 
cumulations swept into the sea, their little boats, 
which would enable them to fish, also swept 
away,and eight months of this destitution to 
face, the situation is indeed serious. It is not 
alone charitable work, it is sharp business work 
that is called for. 

All the funds and material which the commit- 
tees have to turn over to us will not carry the 
people snows She month of October, and that 
is by far the t month they will see before next 

ay. They can now giean a little from the 
ground. The weather is warm, and even without 
their houses they do not suffer for lack of shelter. 
But November will begin to nip them and then 
follows the long wicter months, with nothi 
to depend upon but the little charities of an al- 
ready depressed people. There isno work here, 


ofthe men. They need at once tools, hatchets, 
saws, and nails to fit up their broken houses and 
build their boats in order to enable them to fish. 
It is not probable meatcan be issued to them 
much longer. Hominy will be about all they can 
have, and they will need the fish to use with it. 

It is a harder field than Johnstown; more peo- 
ple to care for; more destitute and helpless, 
spread over hundreds of square miles of terri- 
tory, cutup by streams’ from ocean size to riv- 
ulets, subject to tides and full of malaria and 
fever. At Johnstown there was $6,000,000 to 
back up the work; this present work, all told to- 
day, could not show $30,000 in funds.

ILLINOIS BANK SUPERVISION A SUCCESS. 


So It Is Deunominated by Supt. H. B. Pren- 
tice in a Letter. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Oct. 5.—[Special.]—In 
response to a request for information concern- 
ing the operation of the State banking law of 
Illinois H. B. Prentice, Superintendent of the 
Banking Department of the State Auditor’s 
Office, has addressed a letter to the Treasury 
Department at Washington. There are at 
present 126 banks opera‘ing under the State 
banking law. Of this number twenty-three, 
at the time of the adoption of the lawin 1888, 
were operating under special charters, but by 
the law were placed under its provisions... The 
other 103 have voluntarily organized under 
the law. Mr. Prentice says that State super- 
vision has served to correct many irregular 
and objectionable methods of doing business. 
He further says: 


Thatthe supervision under the law has been 
beneficial and had a healthful influence upon the 
State banking system is certainly evidenced by 
the fact that they have withs the prolonged 
monetary stringency without a failure. June 5 
last there was a run on one ineight of the twenty- 
seven Chicago State banks, not because they 
were State banks, but because they were sav- 
ings banks. The de artment was satisfied of the 
sound condition of the banks under its supervis- 
ion, and when Auditor Gore learned of the run 
being made he immediately issued a call on all 
} Chicago State banks to furnish sworn statements 
of their condition on the morning of June 5, 
when the run began. The prompt action of the 
Auditor in making this call right in the face of 
the run which was then on proved to be a timely 
act. The banks made immediate responses to 
the call, their published statements in the papers 
showing an average cash reserve of 28 per 
cent, and as much more of convertible assets, 
and plainly onan that the alarm was 
without foundation. The ple seeing this 
the feeling of distrust was allayed and confidence 
restored almost at once without the loss of a 
bank, andthe Auditor received assurances that 
Ris action had much to do in bringing about this 
happy terminatioa of what might have resulted 
in disaster, not only to the banks directly in- 
volved, but to the entire banki interests of the 
Northwest. The last call issu by the Auditor 
was made July 25, 1893, and was responiied to 
by all the bankz in the State operating under the 
State banking law. The reports showed an 
average cash reserve of 33 per cent.

HOKE SMITH TO SPEAK TOMORROW. 


He Is to Address the Congress on Patents 
and Trade MarksePapers Read. 

Many persons attended yesterday morning’s 
session of the Congress on Patents and Trade 
Marks expecting to hear a paper of Secretary 
of the Interior Hoke Smith. He did not ap- 
pear, A telegram from him said he had been 
unavoidably detained but hoped to be able 
to address the congress Saturday. Benjamin 
Butterworth was also on the program to 
speak, but failed to appear. Many able pa- 
pers were read at both sessions, and the audi- 
ence was much larger than on previous days. 

Carroll D. Wright, Commissioner of Labor 
Statistics at Washington, read a paper on the

To arrive at just conclusions we should study 
r division of labor and the diversity of em- 
ployment which arises from the use of mechanic- 
al appliances. The influence of machinery on 
wages, the diffusion of knowledge of modern 
methods, the better application of art which goes 
with improved conditions, the influence of inven- 
tions in raising low grades of labor to the places 
occupied by sducated labor, the constant promo- 
tion of luxuries to the grade of necessities of life 
—all these should be considered in the reckoning, 
In the manufacture: of agricultural implements 
new machinery has displaced fully 50 per cent of 
the muscular labor formerly employed.

The reasonably effect- 
ive administration of the Patent Office in this 
country is retarded and perplexed «by the 
difficulties of examination and research, both 
in the records of invention and in the arts to 
which they are related, and the conditions of 
the healthful growth of the system must be 
found in overcoming these difficulties. There 


must be provided an auxiliary philosophical. 


classification of all this material, ~ based 
upon structure and mode of operation, 
in order that the office may, on the one hand, 
properly assist every applicant who is found 
to have invented or discovered an improve- 
ment to obtain his patent, and, on the other 
hand, in the interests of the public to prevent 
the issue of duplicate or otherwise invalid 
patents. He told of the magnitude of this 
work, and said he had had an interview with 
the Secretary of the Interior which indicated 
that within another year the movement for a 
suitable building and the necessary expense 
attending the project might be undertaken.

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MILES OF TRACK LAID* 


RAILWAY OONSTRUOTION FOR FIRST 
PIVE MONTHS OF 1898, 


Work Done in Every State and Territory 
Except Six=Henry C. Payne Says Branch 
Lines of the Northern Pacific Will Be 
Placed in the Hands of Separate Re- 
ceivers=Report of Inter-State Commerce 
Commission for the Year Ending June 
30, 1892—Ralilway Notes. 


The forthcoming number of the Railway 
Age will contain an elaborate article on rail- 
way constructionin 1893, giving statistics 
of work done by the railroads in this country 
for the first nine months of this year. It says 
that in spite of bank failures, commercial in- 
sgivencies, the closing of manufaetories, and 
unparalleled distrust and stringency in the 
money markets of the world, and notwith- 
standing the added troubles in various sec- 
tions of the country from floods, pestilences, 
partial crop failures, etc., railway construc- 
tion in the United States has continued to go 


on, and _ still the demand for 
steam transportation facilities is far 
from being satisfied. Of course, the 


financial panic from which the country is yet 
suffering has been felt very severely by rail- 
way builders ana many enterprises that would 
have been developed under ordinary condi- 
tions of the market have been postponed, 
while in not a few cases work actually under 
way has been stopped because money was not 
to be had on securities involving any possible 
risk. The wonder is that construction did 
not altogether cease for the time, and yet 
since last July over 1,000 miles of new track 
have been laid, and in the first nine months of 
1893 over 2,000 miles have been added. 
Track-laying has been done during the last 
nine months on a total of 182 lines, and the 
only States and Territories in which no work 
was done were Vermont, Connecticut, Dela- 
ware, Maryland, Nevada, and the Indian Ter-

WILL HAVE SEPARATE RECEIVERS. 


What Will Be Done with Northern Pacific 
Properties Explained. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Oct. 5.—Receiver Henry 
C, Payne of the Northern Pacific railroad ar- 
rived home this afternoon from a week’s busi- 
ness trip to New York. Of affairs in connec- 
tion with the Northern Pacific properties Mr. 
Payne says: 

All of the twenty-sevén branch lines in the 
Northwest, the stock of which is held by the 
Northern Pacific company, will be placed inthe 
hands of receivers except, perhaps, three or four. 


These lines are the Little Falls and Dakota, 
Northern Pacific, Fergus and Manitoba, Duluth,

as alleged. “‘On the contrary,” he said, “I 
went first to my home, and it was four hours 
before I went to the pesthouse, I always use 


every precaution against carrying conta-
